Matters immediately affecting the 
Slocan district took a large share of 
the speech delivered by Charles F. 
Nelson, Liberal member for Slocan, 
in the Legislature this afternoon. 

To Mr. Nelson fell the lot of radv- 
ing the Address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne and in so 
doing he took his colleagues on an 
extensive survey of the various ac¬ 
tivities of the Government during the 
period which has transpired since the 
House last met. Referring particu¬ 
larly, however, to his own district, 
the Member for Slocan informed the 
House that mining development, 
owing to the high price of silver, had 
made steady progression, placing 
Slocan once again In the lead for the 
production of this metal. At the 
present time, he said, the output of 
the locality exceeded 62 per cent, of 
the total production of the Province, 
and he looks forward to an even 
greater development in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Potential Riches. 

"The Slocan district," explained Mr. 
Nelson, “does not confine its activities 
to mining, as there is in the Slocan 
valley an extensive agricultural sec¬ 
tion. not only producing excellent re¬ 
sults at the present time, but also 
capable of expansion as soon as ad¬ 
ditional roads are made to enhance 
the opportunities awaiting new set¬ 
tlers. Until there is better connec¬ 
tion with the outside world and ship¬ 
ping points, however, it is difficult for 
the people of that country to do any¬ 
thing more than improve its present 
conditions by closer co-operation with 
the farming element.”

In the formal language of the ap¬ 
plication, Mr. Hubbard sets forth that 
“my Invention relates to a method of

Description. 

The specifications set forth In the 
patent application are long and de¬ 
tailed. referring constantly to the 
drawings which accompany them. 

Summarising them, Mr. Hubbard 
described his invention as follows: 

“It consists of a coll composed of 
a brass spool, wound ns follows 
First, a layer of copper wire next to 
the shell of the core; second, eight 
small, wire-bound copper colls set 
around the circumference of the layer 
of copper wire; third, another layer 
of copper wire Enclosing the eight 
colls. The core of the larger coll is 
composed of tungsten steel. 

"The cores of the eight smaller colls 
are composed of*the same material. 

Each of these eight smaller colls is 
made up of a primarly and a second¬ 
ary winding of copper wire. These 
eight are arranged around the cir¬ 
cumference of the larger coll In al¬ 
ternation, so as to bring opposite 
magnetic poles into Juxtaposition, 
producing alternation in flow of the 
electric current. 

It Is my claim that this arrange¬ 
ment of eight smaller coils set an 
desirable In the larger coll will of 
its own and without application of 
any extra power and without setting 
it in motion in any fashion, produce 
electrical energy." 

The whole apparatus is but six 
inches long by four and a half inches 
in cireurabercnee. but Hubbard esti¬ 
mates there are between fifteen and 
twenty miles of wire in the windings.

Berlin, Feb. 2.—General staff offi¬ 
cers throughout Germany recently re- 
ceived a mysterious order, supposed 
to have come from the War Ministry, 
printed on. official stationery and 
marked "Strictly Secret." It gave in¬ 
structions to the officers respecting 
the organization and equipment of 
the new army units which were to 
be held in readiness for instantane¬ 
ous mobilization. The order con¬ 
tained detailed directions concenyng 
recruiting and organising stores, avi¬ 
ation squads and other units and 
specifically ordered that 600 fliers 
equipped for bombing flights, should 
be In readiness by March 1 to break 
through on the West. 

Some of the newspapers print the 
document to-day, accompanying it 
with a semi-official declaration that 
its author, a former officer, insane, 
was arrested Saturday and is now in 
a sanitarium. This declaration adds 
that "publication of the order might 
likely be construed by the Entente as 
a breach of the peace treaty and evi¬ 
dence of disloyalty," and says it 
therefore is given publicity for the 
purpose of indicating its origin.

Created less than, six months ago, 
the British Columbia department of 
Industries has amply demonstrated 
its right to exist To the end of 1®19 
a total of 225 applications had been 
received for assistance in establish¬ 
ing and extending Industrial con¬ 
cerns of great variety in the Province. 

There are two conclusions to be 
reached without much difficulty from 
the first annual report of the Depart¬ 
ment tabled In the Legislature this 
afternoon by Premier Oliver as Min¬ 
ister of Industries. 

Primarily, the department Is in¬ 
tended to foster Industries which will 
mean the utilization of the unde¬ 
veloped natural resources of the pro¬ 
vince, t>ut other concerns, the Inci¬ 
dence of which would be beneficial 
by way of providing employment or 
Increasing the commerce of the pro¬ 
vince, are taken into consideration 
and receive assistance. 

Half Million In Loans. 

Assisted by an advisory council of 
seven members composed of business 
men of wide experience In many lines 
of commerce. Industrial Commis¬ 
sioner Major D. B. Martyn, D. 8. O., 
M. C.. has recommended nineteen 
loans to be made by the Government. 
The aggregate sum thus expended 
amounts to $600,000 and the Inaugur¬ 
ation or extension of these Industries 
has meant the expenditure of $ 1 , 000 ,- 
000 on Industrial works giving per¬ 
manent employment to about 600 ; 
men. most of whom are veterans of 
the recent war. 

The amount of a single loan has 
varied from $600 to $200,000. the lat¬ 
ter sum being loaned to the Can¬

That is to say, the Province will be prepared 
to authorize its Board to co-operate with the 
Dominion body for the purpose of inspecting any 
tract of land upon which both agree as to its 
suitability for settlement; bnt the Province will 
use ita money for improvement purposes only on 
the understanding that it be reimbursed in full 
at the atage when the settler or settlers involved 
may qualify for the Federal loan and the trans¬ 
ference of the land from the Province to the 
Dominion takes place.

Horatio Bottomlcy, editor of Joljn Bull, no 
doubt appropriates unto himself the title of the 
most candid publicist in Great Britain, and not 
without some justification. His editorial policy 
is very cocksure, but it is so outspoken that his 
mistakes are forgiven by that less stolid section 
of the reading public which favors action of any 
kind rather than the lassitude which is charged 
against the Government, 

Mr. Bottomlcy’s latest sensation, says a Lon¬ 
don dispatch, is an article which takes its text 
from the Sims-Daniels controversy, and the 
writer asks the plain but startling question “is 
America onr friend t” If she is not, he says, 
‘‘ make plans accordingly. ’ ’ He refuses to believe 
that Sims “is the biggest liar since Ananias” and 
vows he will not “flatter the vanity of 
this hustling race nor laud to the skies their 
part in the war and pretend to discover in Wash- 
ington virtues which are absent from every Euro¬ 
pean capital.” 

Mr. Bottomlcy, however, speaks approvingly 
of the “decent American” and his fair-minded 
view of the country’s attitude to the war. Here 
is the crux of the whole thing. Eventually it 
will be the predominating “decent” element, 
both in Great Britain and in the United States 
that will prevent fly-by-night politicians from 
pursuing a policy that would be likely to set both 
countries at one another’s throats. And the 
sooner Mr. Bottomley and other publicists direct 
their attention to tbe many points of agreement 
between the two great English-speaking nations, 
instead of the differences, and the importance to 
both of harmony and concord between them, the 
better it will be for the world in general.

In view of the prominence 
given to the case of the unmarried 
mother during the recent sittings of 
the Provincial Commission on 
Mother's Pensions, Health Insurance j 
and Maternity Benefits, the following 
article from a London paper should 
prove timely reading. 

No Separation. 

A scheme to help the unmarried 
mother wan described yesterday to a 
press representative by a trained 
nurse who la shortly to open a hostel 
In Liverpool. 

“The bad point In almost all ‘res¬ 
cue' work in the past," she said, "was 
the separation of the child from the 
mother. 1 think that ttf-dag most 
social workers are coming to believe 
that Jt Is best for the child and the 
mother to be together. 

"The object of the Liverpool 
scheme, which will be run under a 
committee of Interested people, is to 
provide a hostel for unmarried ex- 
j>ectant mothers where their babies 
can he born. It is tremendously Im¬ 
portant that unmarried mothers 
should be taught* how to care for 
their babies, because the death rate 
among illegitimate children is high. 
As far as 1 know few hostels where 
these babies are received give the 
mothers a really adequate training in 
mothercraft. 

Feeding of the Child. 

"We shall Insist that, whenever 
possible, the mother shall feed her 
child, and she will not be expected to 
go out to work until the baby is at 
least six months old. 

"During this time, If she has not 
already a trade or profession, she wIA 
be taught how to earn her own liv¬ 
ing, and. when able to leave her baby, 
she will go out to dally work, and 
com. back to the hoetel at night."

Thls is the Day Servants' Hostel in 
Danvers Street, Chelsea, where there 
are now about sixteen unmarried 
mothers, who go out to work every 
day and return to their babies when 
work Is done.

The co-operation of the Depart¬

The direct result of the visit of the 
delegation, which consisted of Messrs, 
i C. E. Barnes, president, of Walla- 
chin, and L. E.* Taylor, vice-presi¬ 
dent, will be their visit to Ottawa in 
the near future, accompanied by R. 
M. Palmer, of Cowichan, for the pur¬ 
pose of straightening out the sugar 
question insofar as the British Co¬ 
lumbia fruit Industry is concerned. 

Little Worry Expected 

To The Times Mr. Barnes stated 
there would be little to worry the 
growers this year if they were sure 
of an adequate sugar supply. Presi¬ 
dent E. W. Beatty and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Coleman, of the C. P. R.. had 
promised the shippers an adequate 
supply of cars and a greatly im¬ 
proved shipping service. Five hun¬ 
dred new cars at a cost of $8,000 each 
will be placed in commission in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

The delegation also asked the Gov¬ 
ernment for an increased staff of as¬ 
sistants in the fruit branch of the 
Department of Agriculture, pointing 
out that the staff had been sadly cut 
down as a result of the war. The 
increased capucity of the fruit busi¬

dozen cases in the Terminal City. 
ThesV however, are of an extremely 
mild form, resembling more the 
grippe style of cold than the_true 
type of Influenza, and certainly not 
approaching the nature* of those 
which marked the epidemic last 
winter. Dr. Young hears that Seat¬ 
tle has a number of mild cases, and 
he proposes to watch events there on 
account of a possible spread north¬ 
wards. 

As far as Victoria ie concerned Dr. 
Price has reported twenty-six cases 
to the Department and one death 
from pneumonia. Viewed from a 
purely departmental standpoint, the 
reports now being sent in from the 
few places—where severe colds ap* 
pear to be prevalent—typify the 
average condition of the public 
health pt this time of the year, and 
were it not for the apprehension 
caused by last year's "flue" visita¬ 
tion there would be nothing to single 
them out for special mention.

Reports reaching the offices of the 1 
Provincial Board of Health at the 
Parli&me/it Buildings do not indicate 
any official apprehension of a re- 1 
currence of the Spanish influenza 
epidemic. Dr. Young, Secretary of. 
the Provincial Hoard of Health, 
stated this morning that he had re¬ 
ceived a notification from Clay burn 
a few days ago that several of the 
men employed at the brickworks 
there had been stricken; but prompt 
isolation of the works limited the 
outbreak and conditions were rapidly 
assuming normal again.

The out¬ 
break of the influenza has caused a 1 
great demand for hot drinks and as 
the necessary requisites for the old- J 
fashioned hot toddy are outlawed, or | 
difficult to obtain, people are falling 
back on hot lemonade. 

Partly because of the high prices 
prevalent during the Winter, the de¬ 
mand for apples has turned deter¬ 
minedly sluggish.

cese. taking the date from the arrivul 
of Bishop George Hills at Esquimau 
on January 5, 1880, the work of the 
Anglican Church goes back a decade 
earlier on Vancouver Island. Rev. R. 
J. Staines was chaplain here in 1849, i 
and was succeeded by the Rev. E.| 
Cridge in 1855. At the opening of the* 
Assembly in 1856 Mr. Cridge acted as 
chaplain. 

The Hudson's Bay Company had the 
first church built for Mr. Cridge, 
which for four years was the only 
Anglican Church In the colony. 

In 1858 letters patent were granted 
by the Imperial Government, form¬ 
ing the colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia Into a diocese, 
and appointing the Rev. George Hills. I 
D.D., as its first Bishop. He had ' 
formerly been incumbent of Great' 
Yarmouth, and Honorary Canon of 
Norwich. . He was consecrated In I 
Westminster Abbey, February 24,1 
1859. During that year he was en¬ 
gaged in preparing for the work of 1 
the mission, and had the old SL John's 
Church consecrated, ready to be 
erected on arrival. The cost of the 
building was about 913.000, and It was 
consecrated late that year. 

An address of welcome was pre¬ 
sented to Dr. Hills on his arrival dur¬ 
ing January, and read by Rev. Ed¬ 
ward Cridge, who afterwards became 
Dean. 

Bishop Perrin, now Bishop of Wil- 
lesden. held the See from 1892 to 1912, 
when he was succeeded by Rt. Rev. 
J. C. Roper, who was translated later 
to Ottawa. The late Bishop Scriven 
& pioneer clergyman, was the fourth' 
Bishop of tte See. and the present in¬ 
cumbent succeeded on the sudden 
death of Bishop Hcriven while on a 
pastoral visit to the Comox district.

| LOOKING THINGS OVER | 

Tht Offside Rule. 

The offside ruts In hockey is often the subject of discussion and for the 
benefit of fans who have been making inquiries here is how it reads in ths 
Pacific .Coast rules; ^ 

Each link shall divide the ice surface Into three equal sections by draw¬ 
ing a colored line, four Inches or more In width, across the Ice and up the 
sides fences at right angles to the length of the ice. When a player hits the 
puck In either of the end sections, any one of the same side who at such 
moments of hitting Is nearer the opponents' goal line is out of play and may 
not touch the puck himsfclf or any way whatever prevent another player 
from doing so until the puck has been played, with the exception as pro¬ 
vided by In Section 13. All players shall be considered on side in the centre 
section of the ice. No player shall take the puck offside if it has been played 
by one of his own side from.the end section. Should the puck strike the 
side fences in the centre section and go over Into either of the end sec¬ 
tions, every player shall be considered on side on the play unless the player 
crosses the oppponents' sectional line ahead of the play. The referee shall 
order a face wherever the Infringement occurred. No. 13 Section referred to 
above reads; The goalkeeper may play the puck to any player on his side 
of the sectional line and same shall not be coiled offside.

A number of 
halibut boats which have arrived to dis¬ 
charge their cargoes have been envel¬ 
oped with heavy ooatinga of Ice. 

Several Big Catehes. 

A few days ago a special train con¬ 
sisting of eleven cart filled with frosen 
halibut left the Northern port for East¬ 
ern cities. Although the weather dur¬ 
ing the past few weeks has been gen¬ 
erally stormy and cold, those halibut 
fishermen who have been carrying on 
operations have done very well and 
several large catches are reported. A 
halibut trawler which berthsd at f 
Prince Rupert dock recently was loaded 
down with 60,000 pounds of this fish. 
Halibut is quoted at 14 cents a pound.

London, Feb. 2.—Temporal author¬ 
ity Is essential to the Sultan of 
Turkey and he should be allowed to 
remain in Constantinople as Caliph 
of the Faithful, according to Emir 
All, an Indian Privy Councillor, who 
for the last forty-five years has held 
many offices in Bengal. 

"The proposal to drive the Turks 
out of Constantinople Is a concession 
to religious fanaticism, and If the 
Turkish administration is removed 
from the city the bitterest resent¬ 
ment will manifest itself In^Indla 
and all Mussulman countries,** he 
said. 

About 70,000,000 Sunni Moslems 
and 12,000,000 Shiah Moslems In 
India, he said, are In agreement as 
to the Sultan’s continued rule at 
Constantinople. 

Opposed to Bolshevism. 

After saying that the principles 
of Islaifl were fundamentally opposed 
to Bolshevism, the Emir went on: 

"Maintenance of the temporal 
authority of the Sultan is necessary. 
His temporal and spiritual power 
can not be separated. Moslems were 
assured in the late war that the 
Caliphate would not be interfered 


That all the work of thp Victoria 
branch ot the Anti-Tuberculosis So¬ 
ciety will count for naught and that 
the branch will have to go* out of 
business If the City Council does not 
soon appoint an antl-tubercular 
nurse to succeed Miss Thom who re¬ 
cently resigned, was the assertion 
made by an officer of the local 
branch of the Society. Owing to the 
lack of funds the branch is unable to 
pay for the upkeep of a nurse, but In 
the past has done a magnificent work 
In co-operation with tne city nurse, 
by providing the very necessary milk, 
eggs and nourishing foods for indi¬ 
gent tubercular cases In the city. 

Miss Thom paid periodical visits 
to these sufferers and by her splen¬ 
did work effected the arrest of the 
insidious disease in many cases, 
while the preventive measures Insti¬ 
tuted by her has safeguarded the 
lives not only of potential sufferers 
but also of hundreds of citizens. The 
City Council has been several times 
approached on the matter of appoint¬ 
ing a new antl-tuberoular nurse, the 
suggestion being offered that a Vic¬ 
torian order nurse be appointed in 
order that the work could be carried 
on in co-operation with the V. O. N. 
activities, and thus avoid over-lap¬ 
ping. So far, however, nothing has 
been done by the Council, although 
the Health Committee has had the 
matter under consideration for some 
time. 

The question will again be ftilly 
considered at the annual meeting of 
the Victoria branch of the Anti-Tu¬ 
berculosis Society, to be held In the 
cafe of the Alexandra Club on Tues¬ 
day, February 10 at 2.30. Dean 
Qualnton and Dr. A. G. Price will 
speak on Anti-Tuberculosis work.

One aged 
Chinaman was arrested. The others 
who had been smoking made their 
escape through a hole in the ceiling. 

Yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock 
Sergt. Fry. with Constables Jones, R. 
Forster, Burnett. Heatley and Pook. 
set out on their raid. Before reach¬ 
ing the door they were detected by 
the lookout and the alarm was given. 
Bolts and bars were immediately 
dropped and the progress of thfe po¬ 
lice was impeded. Sergt. Fry welld- 
ed a 12-pound hammer and attempt¬ 
ed to knock the door off its hinges 
but the blows had no effect. The of¬ 
ficers then tried to batter a hole 
through the walls, but the Chinese 
had’Pe-inforced vulnerable points. 

A Hippy Thought. 

Just as the police were to abandon 
their effort Sergt. Pry decided to see 
what was beneath the stairway. 
Several hefty blows removed two 
steps and the officer crawled through 
and found himself In the opium 
joint. An old Chinaman named Sing 
was running about greatly excited, 
trying to find some exit. He was too 
shaky to attempt to climb through 
the hole in the ceiling. 

When the squad entered the den 
an immediate search was made for 
opium paraphernalia. The room was 
full of opium smoke. Sergt. Fry 
climbed through the hole in the ceil¬ 
ing and found many of the acces¬ 
sories used in smoking the drug, but 
failed to locate any of the men. An¬ 
other officer discovered a pair of 
opium scales down a deep chute. 
Much of the opium gear was shoved 
into.the flue of a chimney and went 
to the basement. 

Sing was charged in tbe police 
court this morning as being an in¬ 
mate of an opium Joint and pleaded 
"not guilty.** He stated that he had 
only recently moved into the quar¬ 
ters. and knew nothing about opium 
being smoked there. 

Magistrate Jay dismissed the 
Chinaman. He said that it was due 
to the infirmity of the man that he 
did not succeed in escaping with the 
rest, but warned him that if he again 
appeared in court he would be pun¬ 
ished. 

Strengthening Dene. 

As a result of the activities of 
Sergt. Fry and his squad the opium 
and gambling dens in Chinatown are 
being Strongly re-inforced. Lost 
week a squad gained admittance to 
en opium Joint through a weakness 
in the wells. This defect in -the de¬ 
fences of the dens is being rapidly 
remedied and stout two-by-fours are 
being used to strengthen the walls.

RAPIDLY OVER THE 


Jitney Men Say 15,000 Names 
Will Protest Proposed Jit- 
. ney Regulation 


Unable to swerve the City Coun¬ 
cil from its determination to regulate 
Jitneys on Victoria 8treeta, the Vic¬ 
toria Jitney Association intends to 
continue its fight in the Legislature. 
The question will be pressed before 
the Private Bills Committee of the 
House in the near future when a 
petition, which is now being cir¬ 
culated and which, it is expected, will 
contain fifteen thousand names, will 
be presented by officials of the As¬ 
sociation. 4 

Following the decision of the City 
Council on Friday to ask the Legis¬ 
lature for power to regulate and 
prohibit Jitneys here, the Jitney As¬ 
sociation started to-day to circulate 
eighty - five petitions protesting 
against such powers being granted. 
The petitions, which already have 
been largely signed, set forth that 
the signatories believe that if the 
Legislature grants the powers the 
city asks in its Private Bill, the 
regulations imposed on Jitneys as a 
result will be drastic and will amount 
to the prohibition of Jitney opera¬ 
tion. The petitioners therefore pray 
that no powers be given to the 
city to prohibit or regulate Jitneys 
operating in the city. 

Expect 15,000 Names. 

"We expect to have 15,000 names 
by noon Wednesday," A. Gilson, 
resident of the Jitney Association, 
stated to-day. "There has been ab¬ 
solutely no difficulty in getting 
names. Indeed, not one business man 
on Government Street refused to 
sign the petition and some of them 
requested that a space be left so 
that they could specify their reasons 
for signing them." 

The petitions are being circulated 
by members of the Association all 
over the city. 

Having failed to block the in¬ 
sertion of a Jitney prohibition In the 
City's Private Bill Alderman A. E. 
Todd announced to-day that he 
would appear before the Private Bills 
Committee of the Legislature when 
the City's Bill Is being considered, 
to protest against the proposed legis¬ 
lation. 

The Private Bill probably will come 
up for final discussion at the City 
Council meeting to-night. Little 
argument on it Is expected, as its 
contention portions have been dis¬ 
posed of. 


More Than Half of Xarge 
Issue Purchased in Few 
Hours ♦ 


The city’s Improved financial con¬ 
dition appears to be refleeted In the 
qpiok sale of a large part of a bond 
Issue floated on Saturday. The is¬ 
sue totalled 9218,465.82 and 9110.000 
had been sold over the counter at the 
City Hall up to neon to-day. 

The Issue was the first the city has 
sold over the counter for a year. It 
is the opinion of the civic authorities 
that the public Should be given an 
opportunity to purchase city bonds 
and consequently it was decided to 
sell this particular issue direct in¬ 
stead of through the Dominion Se¬ 
curities Corporation, as has been cus¬ 
tomary. 

The bonds were local improvement 
debentures bearing six per cent In¬ 
terest, and were Issued at par. 

The purchases so far have con¬ 
sisted of two $50,000 lots and a fl 0,000 
lot. The British America Bond Com¬ 
pany intends to purchase a portion of 
the issue Immediately. 


TWO MEN BLAMED 
BY DYING MAN 


Malaspina Inlet Rancher Was 
Shot in Knee and Suc¬ 
cumbed 


Vancouver, Feb. 2.—0us Bloom, a 
rancher on the shore of MalaSplna 
Inlet near Lund, died at Powell River 
at 8 a. m. Sunday from shook and 
loss of blood which ensued when his 
knee was badly shattered by a re¬ 
volver bullet. The wound was re¬ 
ceived when he went out In his boat 
to a launch from which he heard cries 
and In his ante-mortem statement In 
the possession of Inspector Owen, of 
the Provincial Polloe, he is said to 
have named Oscar Rosa and Charles 
Anderson as the men responsible. 
Constable Hadley has been sent north 
from Powell River to arrest these 
nfen and to secure all available evi¬ 
dence. 

In his dying s tatem ent Bloom said 
that on Saturday between 4 and 5 
p. m. he heard shouts from a launch 
and put off in his motorboat. On 
nearing the craft he found .that its 
engine was stalled and that the oc¬ 
cupants. whom he named as Ross 
and Anderson, were fighting. 

One of them was waving a revol¬ 
ver and the weapon was pointed at 
Bloom by design or accident He 
made a grab for the weapon and was 
shot in the knee. 

He was able to regain the beach 
in his boat and neighbors took him 
to Bishop’s Landing, where Peter 
Bishop took charge and conveyed him 
to Powell River. Dr. Henderson at¬ 
tended the wounded man but he died 
on Sunday morning. 

The body* reached, Vancouver this 
morning oi> the steamer Charmer.

Pro-Bolsheviks and antl-BoIsherlka 
Jammed the Crystal Theatre Satur¬ 
day night to hear Bolshevism debated 
by W. E. Peirce, local radical, who 
admits he is a Bolshevist, and Joseph 
B. Clearlhue, former Rhodes scholar 
and now a lawyer here. 

At five minutes to eight o'clock 
crowds Jammed the street In front 
of the theatre clamoring to get in. 
Guards had to urge people to move 
on so that the street would not be 
blocked to traffic. 

The Bolshevik Doctrine 

Mr. Peirce opened the debate by 
recalling what he had said recently 
about being a Bolshevist, and gave 
hlH reasons for being such. These 
reasons were: 

1. The Bolsheviks put first things 
first. They recognise that labor is 
the first thing and that money is the 
second thing. 

2. The Bolsheviks recognized that 
the recent war was not for the work¬ 
ers. 

3. The Bolsheviks are Internation¬ 
alists, believing that there should be 
no boundary lines separating the hu¬ 
man family, and that Nationality 
causes wars. 

4 t The Bolsheviks are always ready 
to make peace but not peace at any 
price. 

5. The Bolshevik method of elec¬ 
tion is the most democratic. 

6 . The Bolsheviks in Russia are 
not afraid to make mistakes, to ad¬ 
mit their mistakes and then to rec¬ 
tify them. 

7. The Bolsheviks always go to the 
root of the trouble. 

8 . The Bolsheviks are not afraid to 
fight, nor too proud to fight. 

Their Policies 

Mr. Peirce claimed that the Rus¬ 
sians by sacrificing themselves saved 
the world from the capitalist. Among 
the tffings the Bolsheviks have done, 
Mr. F^irce included: Extension of 
the franchise to cover ninety per 
cent, of the population; giving of the 
lands to the peasants, and fuctories 
ar\d industries to the people; nation¬ 
alization of the banks; cutting down 
of high salaries to a common level; 
the publication of all secret treaties; 
helping the world by the creation of 
the revolution in Germany; opening 
up schools and libraries for the peo¬ 
ple; giving free food to thousands 
of children; holding down prices by 
the extermination of speculators; 
giving good homes to the people; es¬ 
tablishing freedom of religion; giv¬ 
ing women the same rights as men; 
raising the age of marriage consent 
to eighteen years for men and six¬ 
teen years for girls; standing out for 
fair conditions for labor in other 
countries by refusing to admit into 
Russia goods unless they were manu¬ 
factured under fair conditions. * 

Mr. Peirce warmed up the audi¬ 
ence at the opening by vigorously 
condemning the newspapers here. 
He called them liara. 

Not Against Labor. 

•'Because I am speaking against 
Bolshevism to-night I don’t want any¬ 
one to think that I am out of sym¬ 
pathy with the aspirations of labor," 
said Mr. Clearihue in his reply. "1 be¬ 
lieve that labor has not received its 
due reward and that in the future it 
must receive a greater and more 
sympathetic consideration. 

"Mr. Peirce has called himself a 
Bolshevist. But if he calls himself a 
Bolshevist he must accept the foun¬ 
dation stones of that doctrine. 

“What is a Bolshevist? In the first 
place he is a Marxian Socialist of the 
most extreme type. Socialists may 
be roughly classified into Socialists 
by political action, by evolution and 
by revolution. Marx liVed through 
these three stages. In youth he was 
revolutionary, political In his years 
of transition, and evolutionary in the 
period of maturity. 

"The revolutionary Socialists, the 
communists by direct ac^on. believe 
in abolishing capitalism, ownership 
of property, inheritance of possession 
and the wage system of labor and 
capital through forceful tranjforma- 
tlon of the institutions of society from 
the outsrde. They believe the prole¬ 
tariat have the physical power to ef¬ 
fect the transformation and that the 
end Justifies the means in any way, 
time or place, Marx apposed revo¬ 
lutionary Social Ism as early as 1850. 

"This latter doctrine is the doctrine 
of Bolshevism. 

"Don’t let anyone try to make yqu 
think that Socialism means Bolshev¬ 
ism." 

Mr. Clearlhue explained that the 
Bolshevlkl first mode their appear¬ 
ance as a separate unit at ths con¬ 
vention of the Social Democratic 
party in London in 1903. This party 
’split into majority faction headed by 
Lenine adopting the name Bolshevik 
and the minority faction took the 
name of Menshevik. 

"As time went on," he continued, 
"the cleavage Increased. The Bot- 
shevikl constantly became more radi¬ 
cal. Lenine opposed any co-operation 
with the burgeois parties. The Bol- 
■hevikl even mistrust the peasants. 
They have even little faith in the 
working class, and pin their hope on 
ths more Illiterate working man. 

"Bolshevism thus stands for a rev¬ 
olution and dictatorship by a minor¬ 
ity. 

What Policy Stands For. 

"As my worthy friend says he Is a 
Bolshevist, he must advocate a rev¬ 
olution, the overturning of our pre¬ 
sent form of government and the 
establishment of a dictatorship of the 
proletariat. If he doesn’t believe In 
that then he Isn’t a Bolshevist, and 
is masquerading under false colors. 

"Listen to what the Bolshevist 
policy wrtien In the very words of 
Lenine taken from his own book 
'Soviets at Work." 

"‘Dictatorship Is a great word. And 
great words must not be used In vain. 
A dictatorship in an Iron rule, with 
revolutionary daring and swift and 
merciless In the suppression of the 
exploiters as well as of the thugs. 

"‘It would be the most absurd 
opportunism to suppose that the 
transition from capitalism to social¬ 
ism is possible without compulsion 
and dictatorship. 

"It is not hard to see that during 
any transition from capitalism Ao 
socialism a dictatorship Is necessary. 
In the first place it is impossible to 
conquer and destroy capitalism with-

Again Lenine in the New Interna¬ 
tional of April. 1918, says: ’Just as 
one hundred and fifty thousand 
lordly landowners under Czarism 
dominated tbe ohe hundred and 
thirty million Russian peasants, so 
two hundred thousand members of 
the Bolshevik party are imposing 
their proletariat will on the mass, but 
Lhis time in the Interests of the lat¬ 
ter.’ 

"Lenine in his own book acknowl¬ 
edges that shooting on the spot with¬ 
out trial has been countenanced and 
permitted. 

"Bolshevism again is opposed to 
universal secret and direct suffrage. 
This is the very basis of every mod¬ 
ern democracy." 

Who Cannot Voto. 

Mr. Clearihne then went on to give 
the various classes of persons ex¬ 
cluded from the right to vote. 

"Democracy implies the rule of the 
people in the interests of all the peo¬ 
ple, Mr. Clearihue went on." Bol¬ 
shevism implies the dictatbrship of a 
few in the interests of a few. Bol¬ 
shevism demands the suppression of 
all freedom of the press and speech 
unless it preaches ths doctrines of 
the proletariat. 

"Bolshevism is the most vile usur¬ 
pation of power by a minority. That 
ts what my honorable friend wants 
in British Columbia. 

"Mr. Peirce asked me to show why 
Bolshevism had prospered If it was 
not successful. My answer is that 
Bolshevism is not successful, has not 
prospered and only holds power by 
force alone. 

"Under the Bolsheviks, guilds of 
peasants were formed to take over 
the land. The best lands were al¬ 
lotted to the first guilds formed. 
Wage labor was prohibited and no 
man could have more land than he 
could work. The result of this order 
was to require a great reduction in 
the output of any farm, for suppose 
a man should have strawberry lands, 
then he could not plant any more 
strawberries than he and his family 
could pick because he could not hire 
labor. This meant that every farmer 
must be idle two-thirds of the year. 

"Then the Bolshevik programme 
called for an allotment of domesti- ( 
cated animals and machinery. To I 
ask a peasant to divide up his work¬ 
ing animals was as bad as, asking 
him to divide up his children. 

* Production Falls. 

“It wasn’t long before production 
fell. The crop of 1918-1919 was only 
fifty-five per cent, of normal. The 
guilds soon found that they had to 
hire' help and within six months of 
the revolution, land animals and ma¬ 
chinery were openly sold. * 

"The cities were starved and 
Lenine put in his red guards to seize 
the crops for the cities and many 
brutal executions followed. Bolshe¬ 
vism as a peasant theory has miser¬ 
ably failed." ** 

Mr. Clearihue quoted figures to 
show the falling off ip industrial 
production since the Bolshevik! be¬ 
came busy. 

"Workers developed extravagant 
demands In respect to shorter hours 
and higher wages," he continued. 

"The Bolshevist method of run¬ 
ning the army without difference of 
ranks and election of officers has 
also failed. They started out by 
giving all power to the soldier so¬ 
viets to elect their officers from 
amongst themselves. It so sadly 
failed and undermined discipline 
that a decree of April 29, 1918, de¬ 
clared that In time of war all com- 1 
mand should be nominated by the I 
Commander of fne units and in time 1 
of peace the selection was confined; 
to those especially qualified. Thus 
the selection of officers is now a 
thing of tbe past.” 

Related To 1918. 

In replying Mr. Peirce asserted 
that all Mr. Clearlhue’s material re¬ 
lated only to 1918. 

Mr. Clearlhue answered many 

questions. 

E. W. Ellis presided, and kept the 
applause and demonstrations at the 
statements of the speakers within 
some semblandb of order.

One item should appeal not only to 
the sympathy, but to the honor of 
every Presbyterian. It has long been 
felt that the church has been unjust 
to her aged and infirm ministers. 
Owing to the increase in the cost of 
living what was a mere pittance has 
become insufficient to keep starva¬ 
tion at bay. After a lifetime of ser¬ 
vice, and after having paid a small 
yearly premium the maximum allow¬ 
ance is $500 per annum, but most of 
the men get less. A sum of $500,000 
Is asked to provide an endowment, 
the interest on which will make it 
possible to raise at once the annual 
grant to retired ministers. 

On the foreign field money is need¬ 
ed as urgently as at home. Schools, 
hpspitals and houses that should have 
been built years ago can now be pro¬ 
ceeded with if the financial cam¬ 
paign is a success; $800,000 Is allo¬ 
cated to this purpose. The success 
that has attended the work abroad is 
an imperative call to »go forward 
from Him who commanded that His 
gospel be preached in all the world. 

If Presbyterians only realise the 
urgent requirements of the situation. 
If they remember for how much they 
have to give God thanks in the gift of 
victory and peace, the material bar¬ 
riers that now Impede progress will 
be swept aside, “every mountain and 
hill shall be made low,” and the way 
will be cleared for the church to go 
forward.

It was a pleasure to 
meet him In his official position and 
to feel how truly' his heart beat in 
sympathetic protest against all forms 
of Injustice* and oppression—as it had 
ever done in his boyish days. 

In the higher tide of this after war 
democracy—now forevef sweeping 
away many of the old landmarks and 
limitations of a passing age and ush¬ 
ering In a fuller spirit of Justice and 
equality among the races of men It is 
Particularly fitting that here—as in 


appeal to and trust In. 

These principles he worked upon, I 
unknown to the pupils themselves, 
and rarely was he disappointed in 
results. 

During a long principalshlp of 
thirty-three years many relays of 
boys found place among these un¬ 
known “knights,” none of whom ever 
left a purer or more helpful moral In¬ 
fluence than that of W. L. Mackenzie 
King.
